The King's Corenation. 

The coronation of the King, fall- 
ing as it will in June next, will come 
at an opportune moment for the 
making of a national holiday. In 
the past, however, English Sover- 
eigns have not always, as an Eng- 
lish daily reminds us, been so care- 
ful of the convenience of their  sub- 
jects. William J., following the ex- 
ample of the Emperor Charlemagne, 
who Was among the very first to set 
the fashion in coronations, was 
crowned at Westminster on Deceinber 
Henry Ull., owing to circum- 
stances over which he had little con- 
trol, underwent the ceremony on 
Oct. 28, and as the crown had been 
lost with the baggage of King John, 
he had to do without one Henry 
VIII. chose what is now quarter day 
in June, and the last Edward was 
crowned on January 28. In ainod- 
ern times Anne favored April, the 
first three Georges September and 
October, George IV. July, and Wil- 
liam IV. September. If Coronation 
Day is in future to be observed as a 
public holiday, as it certainly will 
be next year, it will afford a pleas- 
ant break between the two popular 
English holidays of Whitsuntide and 
the first Monday in August.

Every day witnesses an increasing 
Interest in municipal affairs. Every 
day men of standing oceupy muni- 
cipal office and discharge it not 
tierely as a matter of duty, but as 
@ tuatter of enthusiasm. The other 
day at Winchester 1 saw a procession 
of English Mayors which made me 
feel that if those gent emen had been 
divested of their gorgeous raiments 
and had been left in the ordinary at- 
tire of their fellow-citizens they 
would have presented a body of men 
of stunding, of capacity, and ef 
learning that would compare with 
any ordinary senate. That in it- 
self marks a great stride towards 
the best possible realization of our 
hopes. 

But for all that we are not safe. 
The bacillus of municipal corruption 
is one that is extremely difficult to 
detect in its early growth, and = ex- 
tremely difficult to extirpate in its 
later growth, and we have the ex- 
ample of a community which is un- 
ited to England by the nearest ties 
of blood to show that by slow and 
insidious degrees a corrupt force 
may obtain supremacy in our munici- 
palities, a force which when once es- 
tablished it is almost impossible to 
drive out. I do not believe that it 
exists among them now, but it is a 
danger to which we were always lia- 


lite hos been rawed: 


ble on account of the increasing 
magnitude of funds with which our 
municipalities have to deal, The 
debts of municipalities and of the 


county Corporaticous are something 
like £315,000,000 sterling That 
is a vast sum It is a national 
debt in itself But it is well spent 
by municipetities which bring profit 
and material benefit’ to the com- 
munitics over which they preside, 
We do not regret the sum owing,and 
we are glad to think that it has 
been well laid out. 

At the same time, it must be re 
membered, that where a debt of that 
kind could be incurred there must be 
facilities for illocit expenditure, and 
facilities for illicit expenditure, and 


but for corruption; and when those 
facilities or liabilities occur we 
must keep a Vigilant watch that 


corruption does not creep in. There 
is a great cry in England, and in 
Scotland, louder in London 
than elsewhere, again.t increase in 
local taxes I myself have erum- 
bled at noticing the increase of my 
taxes. Dut people forget how much 
more they require than their fath- 
ers did 40 or 50 years ago. There 
Was one staple commodity of which 
our ancertors and predecessors re 
quired comparatively littl—namely, 
water; und I aim happy to think that 
the reason why people require 80 
much more water is not merely ow- 
ing to an increase in population, but 


too, 


to the enormous development of 
cleanly habits among our popu- 
lation. 


The municipalities of the country 
are vying with each other in seeking 
and tapping every source of water 
they can find in order to provide for 
their inhabitants and their citizens, 
Tut water is only one of the de- 
veloped wants of civilization, We 
require much better tight The 
streets lit they were 40 or bo 
years ago would be considered ‘‘cut- 
throat lanes’’ by the population of 
to-day Recreation grounds, open 
spaces and isolation hospitals are 
items of value which were scarcely 
known to our forefathers,

RINGS IN THE SEA 


FRESH warengneans THAT BURST 
FROM THE OCEAN'S BED.

The Origin of the Underground Riv- 
ers That Have an Outlet Under the 
Persian Gulf Has Never Been Satis- 
factorily Explained. 


Along the shallow bottom of the 
ocean, not very far from the land, a 
number of openings have been discoy- 
ered in various parts of the world 
through which water as pure and fresh 
as that of any bubbling spring mingles 
with the salt water of the sea, Anoth- 
er remarkable class of fresh water 
springs is those that sink out of sight 
or perhitps’ fever come to the surfage, 
but follow hidden channels under th® 
land and under the sea until they final- 
ly come to the open air on an island. 
Both of these types of underground 
rivers are perhaps most remarkably il 
lustrated near and on Babrein island, 
in the Persian gulf, a place that is also 
woted as one of the chief sources of 
pearls. 

Bahreia island, the largest of the 
group of islands bearing that name, is 
about twenty miles off the coast of 
Arabia in the Persian gulf. As the is- 
land has almost no rainfall it is a 
dead level of sandy desert relieved only 
by palm groves and patches of vegeta- 
tion where water springs to the sur- 
face from the mysterious underground 
channels, In many places the water 
does not reach the surface, but is found 
by sinking wells, the water being rais- 
ed to the surface by donkeys and bul- 
locks and poured into the channels 
from which the date palms and other 
crops are irrigated. These springs can- 
not possibly be derived from the island, 
and it is no more likely that they come 
from the sandy wastes of neighboring 
Arabla, The Arabian shore as far as 
can be seen Is low and devoid of water 
except at El-Katif where similar 
springs are found. 

Arabs say that these streams come 
straight from the Euphrates river 
through an underground channel by 
which the great river, In part, fows be- 
neath the Persian gulf. Geologists, 
however, have dismissed this theory. 
Though the origin of the springs has 
not yet been satisfactorily explained, 
the most favored theory is that they 
come from the well watered slopes of 
the Persian mountains far to the north. 
If this theory is correct, it means that 
the rfinfall sinks into the earth's crust 
until it reaches impermeable rock 
strata along which it is carried for a 
great distance to the south out under 
the sea until the rock, sloping upward, 
again brings the water near the sur- 
face on Bahrein Island. Some of the 
wells that are thus supplied are enor- 
mous, and one of them, the Adar, 
serves for the irrigation of many miles 
of date palms through a canal of an 
cient construction. The Adari well Is 
one of the great sights of Bahrein, be- 
ing a deep basin of water 22 by 40 
yards In size. The fact that it comes 
from a far higher source Is shown by 
the force with which it enters the well. 
Divers, driven back by the strong cur- 
rent, are unable to reach the bottom. 

There being no wells within miles of 
some of the coast towns of Bahrein, 
they obtain water from springs that 
iysue from the bottom of the gulf not 
far from the shore, These springs of 
course have the same origin as the 
wells, Divers, with goatskins under 
their arms, dive through the salt water 
and fill the skins with the cold, fresh 
liquid at the bottom, The water ob- 
tained in this way usually contains 
a slight admixture of salt water, 80 
that the mixture Is just a little brack- 
ish. At some of these openings at the 
sea bottom the bead of water entering 
the sea is so strong that when hollow 
bamboos are pushed down into It the 
water rises through the tubes, deliver: 
ing the fresh water directly into ves- 
sels that are held by men and women 
who are sitting in the boats that 
brought them from the land, The 
force of some of the streams as they 
come from the earth Is so considerable 
that it pushes back the salt water, and 
the spring is not mixed with the sea 
water for quite a space around the 
place of entrance, 

It has been practically determined 
within the past few years that the wa. 
ters of a small river !o West Africa 
which disappeared in a fresh water 
swamp that bas no visible outlet find 
their way by an underground channel 
Into the Atlantic and mingle with the 
sea through an opening In the bottom 
that bas been discovered a few miles 
from Cape Verde, A channel bas been 
found on the sea floor which, appar: 
ently, was cut by some fresh water 
stream, During some soundings that 
were made In 1895 for the purpose of 
finding and raising a broken cable the 
vessel engaged In the work was sur- 
sounded by swamp vegetation that was 


continually rising to the surface: It 
was evidently brought through the un- 
derground channel from the swamp. 
The breaking of a cable off the mouth 
of the Rovuma river in Kast Africa, 
has been attributed to the destructive 
action of a strong current of sweet 
water entering the sea level &eyeral 
miles from the land. Another remark- 
able example of a submarine river ts 
found to the north of the city of jen 
on the Pacific coast of South Amefica. 
A river from the Andes that Is grad: 
ually swallowed up in the sand ‘has 
been found to make Its way invisitty 
into the sea, with which it unites gome 
miles from the land. :

In inod- 
ern times Anne favored April, the 
first three Georges September and 
October, George IV. July, and Wil- 
liam IV, September. If Coronatioa 
Day is in future to be observed as a 
public holiday, as it certainly will 
be neat year, it will afford a pleas- 
ant break between the two popular 
English holidays of Whitsuntide and 
the first Monday in August.

LORD ROSEBERY TELLS OF HEALTHY 
SIGN IN GREAT BRITAIN, 


— 


Of Kecont Years Wiew of Standing’ Rave 
Been Ambitious to4 Mold Muntéipal 
Office inthe Mother Couutry—Standard 
Of National and City Life Is Raised, bat 
There Are still Evils to Combat, 


Nothing has been so useful. to 
Great Mritain in the last few years 
as the ambition of men of standing 
to hold municipal office, to wor 
municipal affairs It is a healthy 
sign Not merely is it good as 
showing the wish of what is called 
the aristocracy to take part an the 
public affairs and to perform their 
shure of duty to the community at 
large, but it has also raised the 
standard of municipal lite and is a 
guarantee of municipal purity, It 
is§ Hol w& thousand years ago since 
municipalities in Scotland were by 
ho tieans free from the suspicion of 
corruption, It is not by legislation 
wlone that the standard of municipal 
life in Scotland and England has 
been raised It hus been raised be- 
Catse the standard of our national 
lite hos been rawed: It has. been 
raiecd because the standard of purity 
in public fife has beer maintained 
and extended to all branches of pub- 
lic life 

Every day witnesses an increasing 
interest in municipal affairs, Every 
day men of standing occupy muni- 
cipal ollice and discharge it ~ not 
tierely as a matter of duty, but as 
@ latter of enthusiasm. The other 
day at Winchester 1 saw a procession 
of English Mayors which made ime 
feel that if those gent emen had been 
divested of their gorgeous raimenta 
and had been left in the ordinary at- 
tire of their fellow-citizens they 
would have presented a body of men 


of standing, of capacity, and ef 
learning that would compare with 
any ordinary senate. That in it- 


self marks a great stride towards 
the best possible realization of our 
hopes. 

But for all that we are not safe. 
The bacillus of municipal corruption 
is one that is extremely difficult to 
detect in its early growth, and ex- 
tremely difficult to extirpate in its 
later growth, and we have the ex- 
ample of a community which is un- 
ited to England by the nearest ties 
of blood to show that by slow and 
insidious degrees a corrupt force 
may obtain supremacy in our munici- 
palities, a force which when once cs- 
tablished it is almost impossible to 
drive out. I do not believe that it 
exists among them now, but it is a 
danger to which we were always lia- 
ble on account of the increasing 


magnitude of funds with which our 
municipalities have to deal. The 
debts of municipalities and of the 


county Corporations are something 
like £315,000,000 sterling That 
ia A&A Vast sum It is a national 
debt in itself But it fs well spent 
by munictpatities which bring profit 
and material benefit to the com- 
munitics over which they preside, 
We do not regret the sum owing,and 
we are glad to think that it has 
been well laid out. 

At the same time, it must be re 
membered, that where a debt of that 
kind could be incurred there must be 
facilities for ilocit expenditure, and 
facilities for illicit expenditure, and 
but for corruption; and when those 
facilities or liabilities occur we 
must keep a Vigilant watch that 
corruption does not creep in. There 
is a great cry in England, and in 
Scotland, too, louder in London 
than elsewhere, against increase in 
local taxes I myself have grum- 
bled at noticing the increase of my 
taxes. Tut people forget how much 
more they require than their fath- 
ers did 40 or 50 years ago. There 
was one staple commodity of which 
our ancertors and predecessors re 
quired comparatively littl-namely, 
water; and IT ain happy to think that 
the reason why people require 80 
much more water is not merely ow- 
ing to an inerease in population, but 


to the enormous development of 
cleanly habits among our popu- 
lation, 


The municipalities of the eountry 
are vying with each other in seeking 
and = tapping every source of water 
they can find in order to provide for 
their inhabitants and their citizens, 


Tut water is only one of the de 
veloped wants of civilization, We 
require much better light, The 
streets lit as they were 40 or bo 


years ago would be considered ‘‘cut- 
throat lanes’’ by the population of 
to-~lay. Recreation grounds, open 
spaces and isolation hospitals are 
ftems of value which were scarcely 
known to our forefathers,

REAMS THAT BURST 

FROM THE OCEAN'S BED. 

? - 

the Origin of the Underground Riv- 
ers That Have am Outlet Under the 
Persian Gulf Has Never Been Satis- 
factorily Explained. 


Along the shallow bottom of the 
ocean, not very far from tbe land, a 
number of openings have been discoy- 
ered in various parts of the world 
through which water as pure and fresh 
as that of any bubbling spring mingles 
With the salt water of the sea, Anoth- 
er remarkable class of fresh water 
springs is those that sink out of sight 
or perh' ever come to the 
but follow hidden channels under t 
land and under the sea until they final- 
ly come to the open air on an island. 
Both of these types of underground 
rivers are perhaps most remarkably i1- 
lustrated near and on Babrein island, 
in the Persian gulf, a place that is also 
goted as one of the chief sources of 
pearls. 

Bahrela island, the largest of the 
group of islands bearing that name, is 
about twenty miles off the coast of 
Arabia in the Persian gulf. As the is- 
land has almost no rainfall it is a 
dead level of sandy desert relieved only 
by palm groves and patches of vegeta- 
tion where water springs to the sur- 
face from the mysterious underground 
channels, In many places the water 
does not reach the surface, but is found 
by sinking wells, the water being rais- 
ed to the surface by donkeys and bul- 
locks and poured into the channels 
from which the date palms and other 
crops are irrigated. These springs can- 
not possibly be derived from the island, 
and it is no more likely that they come 
from the sandy wastes of neighboring 
Arabia. The Arabian shore as far as 
can be seen is low and devoid of water 
except at El-Katif where similar 
springs are found. 

Arabs say that these streams come 
straight from the Euphrates river 
through an underground channel ,by 
which the great river, in part, flows be- 
neath the Persian gulf. Geologists, 
however, have dismissed this theory. 
Though the origin of the springs has 
mot yet been satisfactorily explained, 
the most favored theory is that they 
come from the well watered slopes of 
the Persian mountains far to the north. 
If this theory is correct, it means that 
the rfinfall sinks into the earth's crust 
until it reaches impermeable rock 
strata along which it is carried for a 
great distance to the south out under 
the sea until the rock, sloping upward, 
again brings the water near the sur- 
face on Bahrein Island. Some of the 
wells that are thus supplied are enor- 
mous, and one of them, the Adari, 
serves for the irrigation of many miles 
of date palms through a canal of an 
cient construction. The Adari well Is 
one of the great sights of Bahrein, be- 
ing a deep basin of water 22 by 40 
yards In size. The fact that it comes 
from a far higher source is shown by 
the force with which it enters the well. 
Divers, driven back by the strong cur- 
rent, are unable to reach the bottom. 

There being no wells within miles of 
some of the coast towns of Bahrein, 
they obtain water from springs tbat 
iesue from the bottom of the gulf not 
far from the shore. These springs of 
course have the same origin as the 
wells, Divers, with goatskins under 
thelr arms, dive through the salt water 
and Mill the skins with the cold, fresh 
liquid at the bottom, The water ob- 
tained in this way usually contains 
a alight admixture of salt water, so 
that the mixture is just a little brack- 
ish, At some of these openings at the 
sea bottom the bead cf water entering 
the sea is so strong that when hollow 
bamboos are purhed down Into It the 
water rises through the tubes, deliver. 
ing the freah water directly into ves- 
sels that are held by men and women 
who are aitting in the boats that 
brought them from the land. The 
force of some of the streams as they 
come from the earth is so considerable 
that it pushes back the salt water, and 
the spring is not mixed with the sea 
water for quite a space around the 
place of entrance. 

It has been practically determined 
within the past few years that the wa- 
ters of a small river In West Africa 
which disappeared in a fresh water 
swamp that bas no visible outlet find 
their way by an underground channel 
into the Atlantic and mingle with the 
sea through an opening in the bottom 
that has been discovered a few miles 
from Cape Verde. A channel bas been 
found on the sea floor which, appar: 
ently, was cut by some fresh water 
stream, During some soundings that 
were made tn 1895 for the purpose of 
finding and raising a broken cable the 
vessel engaged in the work was sur- 
sounded by swamp vegetation that was 


continually rising to the surfacer” It 
was evidently brought through the un- 
derground channel from the amp. 
The breaking of a cable off the mouth 
of the Rovuma river in Attica, 
has been attributed to the destructive 
action of a strong current of sweet 
water entering the sea level #exeral 
miles from the land. Another reindrk- 
able example o? a submarine rivef is 
found to the no“th of the city of Arica 
on the Pacific const of South Amefica. 
A river from the Andes that Is grad: 
ually swallowed up in the sand ‘has 
been found to-mnake Its way Invisiily 
into the sea, with which It unites eowe 
miles fromthe land. ,

The King’s Coronation. 

The coronation of the King, fall- 
ing as it will in June next, will come 
at an opportune momont for the 
making of a national holiday. In 
the past, however, English Sover- 
eigns have not always, as an Eng- 
lish daily reminds us, been so care- 
ful of the convenience of their = sub- 
jects William !., following the ex- 
ample of the Emperor Charlemagne, 
who Was among the very first to set 
the fashion in coronations, was 
crowned at Westminster on Deceinber 
25 Henry II!., owing to circum 
stances over which he had little con- 
trol, underwent the ceremony on 
Oct. 28, and as the crown had been 
lost with the baggage of King John, 
he had to do without one Henry 
VIII. chose what is now quarter day 
in June, and the last Edward was 
crowned on January 28 In anod- 
ern times Anne favored April, the 
first three Ceorges September and 
October, Georwe IV. July, and Wil- 
liam IV. September. If Coronation 
Day is in future to be observed as a 
public holiday, as it certainly will 
be next year, it will afford a pleas- 
ant break between the two popular 
English holidays of Whitsuntide and 
the first Monday in August.

ble on account of the increasing 
magnitude of funds with which our 
municipalities have to deal. The 
debts of municipalities and of — the 
county corporations are something 
like £315,000,000 sterling. That 
ia & Vast sum. It is a national 
debt in itself But it is well spent 
by municipalities which bring profit 
and material benefit to the com- 
munities over which they — preside. 
We do not regret the sum owing,and 
we are glad to think that it has 
been well laid out. 

At the same time, it must be re 
membered, that where a debt of that 
kind could be incurred there must be 
facilities for illocit expenditure, and 
facilities for illicit expenditure, and 
but for corruption; and when those 
facilities or liabilities occur we 
must keep a vigilant watch that 
corruption does not creep in.

to-day. Recreation grounds, open 
spaces and isolation hospitals are 
items of value which were scarcely 
known to our forefathers, and such 
conditions have been brought to 
the highest possible development to- 
day by any British town council 
which respects itself or wishes to be 
re-clected.—From a recent speech 
of Lord Rosebery.

SPRINGS IN THE SEA 


FRESH WATER STREAMS THAT BURST 
FROM THE OCEAN'S BED. 


The Origin of the Underground Riv- 
ers That Have an Outlet Under the 
Persian Gulf Has Never Been Satis- 
factorily Explained, 


Along the shallow bottom of the 
ocean, not very far froin the land, a 
number of openings have been discoy- 
ered in various parts of the world 
through which water as pure and fresh 
as that of any bubbling spring mingles 
with the salt water of the sea, Anoth- 
er remarkable class of fresh water 
springs is those that sink out of sight 
or perhaps never come to the surface, 
but follow hidden channels under the 
land and under the sea until they final- 
ly come to the open alr on an Island. 
Both of these types of underground 
rivers are perhaps most remarkably il- 
lustrated near and on Babrein Island, 
in the Persian gulf, a place that is also 
noted as one of the chief sources of 
pearls, 

Bahrel@ island, the largest of the 
group of islands bearing that name, is 
about twenty miles off the coast of 
Arabia in the Persian gulf. As the is- 
land has almost no rainfall it is a 
dead level of sandy desert relieved only 
by palm groves and patches of vegeta- 
tion where water springs to the sur- 
face from the mysterious underground 
channels, In many places the water 
does not reach the surface, but is found 
by sinking wells, the water being rais- 
eu to the surface by donkeys and bul- 
locks and poured into the channels 
from which the date palms and other 
crops are irrigated. These springs can- 
not possibly be derived from the Island, 
and it is no more likely that they come 
from the sandy wastes of neighboring 
Arabia. The Arabian shore as far as 
can be seen is low and devoid of water 
except at El-Kat.2 where similar 
springs are found. 

Arabs say that these streams come 
straight from the Euphrates river 
through an underground channel by 
which the great river, In part, flows be- 
neath the Persian gulf. Geologists, 
however, have dismissed this theory. 
Though the origin of the springs has 
not yet been satisfactorily explained, 
the most favored theory is that they 
come from the well watered slopes of 
the Persian mountains far to the north. 
If this theory Is correct, it means that 
the rainfall sinks Into the earth's crust 
untl {it reaches impermeable rock 
strata along which it is carried for a 
great distance to the south out under 
the sea until the rock, sloping upward, 
again brings the water near the sur- 
face on Bahrein island. Some of the 
wells that are thus supplied are enor- 
mous, and one of them, the Adar!, 
serves for the Irrigation of many miles 
of date palms through a canal of an 
cient construction. The Adari well is 
one of the great sights of Bahrein, be- 
ing a deep basin of water 22 by 40 
yards in size. The fact that it comes 
from oa far higher source is shown by 
the force with which it enters the well. 
Divers, driven back by the strong cur- 
rent, are unable to reach the bottom, 

There being no wells within miles of 
some of the coast towns of Babrein, 
they obtain water from springs that 
iesue from the bottom of the gulf not 
far from the shore. These springs of 
course have the same origin as the 
wells, Divers, with goatskins under 
thelr arms, dive through the salt water 
and fill the sking with the cold, fresh 
quid at the bottom, The water ob- 
tained in this way usually contains 
a slight admixture of salt water, so 
that the mixture is just a little brack- 
ish, At some of these openings at the 
sea bottom the bead of water entering 
the sea is so strong that when hollow 
bamboos are pushed down Into It the 
water rises through the tubes, deliver- 
ing the fresh water directly Into ves- 
sels that are held by men and women 
who are sitting in the boats that 
brought them from the land, The 
force of some of the streams as they 
come from the earth Is so considerable 
that it pushes back the salt water, and 
the spring is not mixed with the sea 
water for quite a space around the 
place of entrance, 

It has been practically determined 
within the past few years that tue wa- 
ters of a small river in West Africa 
which disappeared jn a fresh water 
swamp that bas no visible outlet find 
their way by an underground channel 
into the Atlantic and mingle with the 
sea through an opening In the bottom 
that has been discovered a few miles 
from Cape Verde, A channel bas been 
found on the sea floor which, appar 
ently, was cut by some fresh water 
stream, During some soundings that 
were made tn 1805 for the purpose of 
finding and raising a broken cable the 
vessel engaged in the work was sur: 
pounded by swamp vegetation that was 


out trouble,” 


continually rising to the surface. It 
was evidently brought through the un- 
derground channel from the swamp. 

The breaking of a cable off the mouth 
of the Rovuma river In East Africa 
has been attributed to the destructive 
action of a strong curreat of sweet 
water entering the sea level several 
miles from the land. Another remark- 
able example of a submarine river Is 
found to the north of the city of Arica 
on the Pacific coast of South America, 
A river from the Andes that Is grad: 
ually swallowed up in the sand has 
been found to make its way invisibly 
into the sea, with which It unites some 
miles from the land.
